THE US MISSION TO THE UN REPORTS THAT A SURVEY OF THE 
EC-9 MISSIONS SHOWS THAT EUROPEAN EFFORTS TO PREVENT 
THE ARABS EROM RAISING THE ISRAELI SUSPENSION ISSUE AT 
JIDDA HAVE BEEN "PITIEULLY INADEQUATE". THE EC-9 DEMARCHE 
TO EGYPT WAS NOT ADEQUATE TO THE STATED PURPOSE OF 
PROVIDING EGYPT WITH "MORE AMMUNITION" IN DISSUADING 
MILITANT ARABS FROM PRESSING THE MATTER, PARTICULARLY 
SINCE IT WAS NOT SUPPLEMENTED WITH HARD WORK IN OTHER 
ARAB CAPITALS. THE RECORD OF BILATERAL REPRESENTATIONS
